HEIGHT OF THE FETES AT ROME. 
| Great Throngs Make a Holiday in Honor 
of the Sovereigns’ Silver Wedding. 

Romp, April 22.—The fétes in honor of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the marriage of 
King Humbert and Queen Margherita are be- 
ing continued today. Asthie is the actual an- 
niversary of the marriage which dccurred 
| April 22,° 1868, the festivities are at their 
height. The weather is most favorable and 
the bright sunshine adds to the brilliancy of « 
the spectacle, The pubiic offices and schaols 
throughout the country are closed, the streets , 
are gaily bedecked and immense crowds 
throng the vicihity of the Quirinal. King 
Hambert.and Queen Margherita heard mass 
today in their private chapel. Their Majesties 
received telegrams of congratulanon from the 
Priace of Wales.and from Queen Victoria and 
all the other sovereigus of Europe. The Ger- 
‘man Emperor and Empress drove to the 
Church of San Pietro, in Montorio. erected in 
the year 1500 for Ferdinand and Isabella of 
Spain, on the spot where St. Peter is said to 
have suffered martyrdom. They returned to 
the Quifinal by the fashionable and well- 
shaded drive called the Pincio and were 
cheered ali along the routes, going and com- 
ing, by enthusiastic crowds. _ ie 

This afternoon was passed by King Humbert 
and Queen Margaret mm receiving Diploma- 
tists, Cabinet Ministers, Mayors of Italian 
cities, civic and military societies, and depart- 
mental deputations. Processions with bands 
and banners were marching by the palace 
most of the afternoon. : 

An enormous crowd followed the proces. | 
sion of the Mayors.

His heart had been Gflled with joy 
and gratitude, he said, by the kindness which 
his friends from all parts of Europe had been 
showing him. He wished to thank his dear 
brother, the Emperor of Germany, his august 
spouse, and all the Princes, relatives, friends,

NOTE REDEMPTION. 


Dr. Geffcken writes from Munich, Bavaria, 
to the New York Times on the monetary sit- 
uation on both sides of the Atlantic, In re- 
gard to the United States he says: “The first 
condition of keeping the gold is the repeal of 
the silver act, which of course would produce 
a new and strong depreciation of that metal.

WHAT IT OOS 10 DIROOVER AMERICA. 


The Amount of Teabelin’s Contribution and 
‘the Salary of. Columbus. | 


In connection with the widespread interest 
taken in Germany regarding the World’s 
Pair at Chicago a number of the papers of 
that country have entered upon a discussion 
of the probable cost of the discovery af 
America. 

' “The cost,” writes Prof. Ruge in the Globus 
“of the armament of the first fleet of Co- 
lumbus, consisting ‘of three small vessels, is 
given in all the documents as 1,140,000 
maravedis. What this sum tepresents in our 
own money, however, not 
easy to.determine, as.the opinions upon the 
value of a maravedi vary greatly. The marave- 
di—the name is of Moorish origin—was a 
small coin used at the end of the fifteenth 
century and at the beginning of the sixteenth 
‘century. All prices were expressed in mara- 
vedis, even if they ran into the millions. It 
is, however, a fact well known that almost all 
coins which continue to bear one name de- 
crease in value in the course of centuries. The 
Roman silver denarius sank finally to com- 
pasion known in France as ‘der- 


mon cop 
mer,’ in as ‘d,’ and in Germany as 
*pfennig.’ The guiden—gold, as the 


name indicates—has long since become a sil- 
ver piece which nowhere has the value of 50 
cents. So, also, the value of the maravedi be- 
came less and less, until a centtiiry ago. it was

cent). One may aiso reason w that it 
was much more valuable four centuries 
“ Ruge comes to the conclusion, after 
examination of various decrees of Ferdinand, 
that the value of a maravedi was about 2.56 
pfennig, or less than three-quarters of a vent 
in modern money.
